THE YUKON RUSH. 

The rush over the snow to the 
Yukon by the Edmonton route is at 
its height. Parties are erriving by. 
twenties and thirties on every train 
and hurrying forward to take advant- 
age of the last snow, which is yradual- 
ly, but steadily disappearing. The 
main street is now in a state of semi- 
slush and the strings of loaded flat 
sleighs travel along the side in pre- 
ferenca to the centre where the travel- 
ling is heavier. In the open the snow 
is soft and commencing to settle. 

So numerous are the pilgrims who | 
are pouring in that it is practically © 
impossibie to keep track of the many | 
different. parties. Some immediately 
upon arrival go to the hotels, some 
remain for a few days at the south 
side, all available rooms and shanties | 
are occupied by ‘“ batchers,” and the 
great majority leave the train and go 
immediately into camp. <A _ walk 
through the bluffs in the vicinity of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company and Mec- 
Dougali & Secord’s. stores reveals the 
fact that literally “the woods are full 
of them.’ Arcund the bluffs are 
clustered tents and teepes while bare 
patches on the ground, frem which 
the snow is thawed, show where some 
pessing pilgrim had made his transient 
home. In the open all is activity and 
life. Loaded flat sleds are every- 
where and the work of packing and 
ccllecting their outfits is being pushed 
by every party with ail possible speed. 
The open space offered by the race 
track is uiilized for breaking horses, 
both to ride and drive, and the scene 
it offers is not only lively, but amus- 
ing—to the spectator. 

The warm weather of the. past 
week has greatly facilitated the work 
of packing and a great number of 
parties were enabled to complete their 
final arrangements, and as a result, a 
large exodws took place on Tuesday. 
All day long the streets were filled 
with loaded flat sleighs and bobs 
pulling our on their journey. 


Among the parties who pulled out

JACK GRAHAM HEARD FROM. | 


Rey. Father Husson, who has been | 
in charge cf the St. Bernard mission | 
at Lesser Slave lake for some months, 
returned on Thursday afternoon, 
bringing important information of the 
arrival of Jack Graham, at Fort St. 
John from. an extended prospecting | 
trip to the Upper Liard. 


Jas. A. 


Graham, who is well known here, 
left Edmonton over a year ago, and 
long before the Yukon excitement 
started, on a trip to the Liard river 
region. He was known to have left 
the vicinity of Fort St. John some 
time last summer on a journey 
through the unknown country lying 
north and west of St. John, and after 
the gold excitement started consider- 
able conjecture arose as to his where- 
abouts, as he was known to be one of 
the best travellers in the northern 
country and the natural supposition 
was that if that country could be 
travelled he would travel it, and if 
gold could be found he was the man 
who would find it. 

Briefly, Rev. Father Husson’s story 
is: About the 12th or 15th of 
February there arrived at the mission 
at Slave lake one of Graham’s pro- 
specting partners, whose name is un- 
known to the reverend father. This 
man, who from the description is 
probably Harry Garbitt, told of his 
trip with Graham through the region 
beyond Fert St. John. ‘They left that 
point late in the sumier and reached 
the Liard at a point above Hell Gate 
and in fact above al! the rapids on 
that river, on the 22nd of November. 
The distance, they calculated, was 
300 miles, through a country which 
offered no very serious obstacles to 
travel by pack train. The feed was 


fairly good as evidenced by the fact 
that they took their horses through 
and back without loss, and the return 
trip was made in the dead of winter. 


destination so late in the season they 
were unable to prospect the country 
as the ground was freezing, and an 
inventory of their supplies shewed 
that it would be impossible for them 
to winter there and prospect during 
the coming summer unless they procur- 
ed more supplies. They, therefore, 
decided to return for that purpose, 
and did so, arriving at Fort St. John 
about the Ist of Feb. Graham remain- 
ed at St. John and, Garbitt reports 
had almost completed arrangements 
with the Fresno party to guide them 


to the Liard over the route which he | 


had just travelled. This is the state 
of affairs as last heard of and no 
further information.can be procured 
until other travellers arrive from the 
Peace river. Garbiit did not intend 
to return to town. 

Father Husson left Siave lake on 
the i8th, and came in by the Atha- 
basca river and Landing with two 
dog trains, one of which he sent back 


‘from the Landing. The trip to town 


occupied in all eight days. 

The Purdy and Thomas Yukon 
party were met. Through the non- 
arrival of some of their horse feed 
they were comvelled to camp on the 
river about 50 miles above the Land- 
ing and Ouillette and Thomas went 
on ahead to procure hay at the lake 
while Purdy remained behind to watch 
the camp. Ouillette and Thomas 
were met about 80 miles away from 
where they could procure supplies of 
hay. Ewen Macdonald and party 
were also met, making gocd progress. 
The Burbank-Sears party were met 
about fifty miles from the Landing on 
Tuesday last. 

The band of cattle which were be- 
ing taken in by’G. W. Lang, were to 
leave the Landing the day after 
Father Husson left. Dr. Brown, 
who went on ahead of his party, 
arrived at Slave lake by the new trail 
on the 8th or 10th ult. The Helpman 
party were three miles from Slave 
lake when Father Husson left. 

The Fugard party reached the Peace 
river landing on the 3rd of February. 
Father Husson was there at the time. 
The party had divided and some were 
going on to Fort St. John and the 
others, namely Fugard, Fisher, Crews 
and five or six others, intended wait- 
ing until spring opened when they 
would take the water route, going by 
the Peace river to Great Slave lake and 
continuing by the Mackenzie river. 
Father Husson endeavored to induce 
them to keep together and take the 
route’ overland from the Peace river 
crossing to the Nelson by way up the

As to freight 
rates there does not appear to be any 
fixed or regular price. If they think 
hat freight will amount to more by 
measure than by weight they figure 
ip the cubic feet, and they are not 
particular in their measurements 
either. There is no use in kicking, 
they tell you that your freight is so 
riuch and if you do not like it you can 
take it away. You know that you 
are helpless and have to submit. 

Some of us were figuring to-day the 
possible freight on the cargo of this 
ship, and the moderate estimate is 
$100,000. Think of that! The earn- 
ings of the ship on this ~voyage 
$100,000 and the ship worth possibly 
$40,000 to $50,000. 

So far as I car see the rush will be 
entirely overdone this year and [ 
would strongly advise everyone to 
pause and consider. I do not think 
anyone can purchase the necessary 
supplies for less than $700 to $900 
and then his troubles only communce. 

The Skagway and Dyea passes are 
already practically glutted and I am 
firmly of the opinion that thousands 
of people will get no farther than the 
const. If the passes are blocked now, 

what will they be when spring comes 
aud the snow begins to melt? 

Far-off fields look green and I 
would, from the knowledge acquired 
by me on this trip, strongly advise
